As per your request received on March 21, 2005, an expedited records search 

was conducted for the above referenced project.  This search includes a review of all 
recorded archaeological sites within a 1-mile radius of the project site as well as a 
review of cultural resource reports on file.  In addition, the California Points of Historical 
Interest (PHI), the California Historical Landmarks (CHL), the California Register of 
Historic Places (CR), the National Register of Historic Places (NR), and the California 
State Historic Resources Inventory (HRI) were reviewed for the above referenced 
project site.  The following is a discussion of the findings. 

 
Due to the sensitive nature of cultural resources, archaeological site locations are 

not released. 
 

El Toro and Santiago Peak, CA. USGS 7.5’ Quadrangles 
 

ARCHAEOLOGICAL RESOURCES:

project site. Twelve sites are located within the project site.  Twenty-seven sites are 
listed on the Archaeological Determination of Eligibility (DOE) list (see enclosed list). 
Twenty-five isolates (30-100268, 30-100269, 30-100270, 30-100271, 30-100272, 30-
100276, 30-100277, 30-100278, 30-100279, 30-100280, 30-100281, 30-100282, 30-
100283, 30-100286, 30-100287, 30-100293, 30-100294, 30-100295, 30-100296, 30-
100305, 30-100309, 30-100310, 30-100311, 30-100312, and 30-100313) have been 
identified within a ½-mile radius of the project site.  None of these isolates are located 
within the project site.

HISTORIC RESOURCES: 

        
No additional cultural resources have been identified within a ½-mile radius of 

the project site.  
 
A review of the historic map(s) – Santiago Peak (1942 and 1943) 15’ USGS  - 

indicated that in both maps there were two improved roads, 5 unimproved roads, and 
four structures within the ½-mile radius of the project site. 

 
The California Point of Historical Interest (2004) of the Office of Historic 

Preservation, Department of Parks and Recreation, lists no properties within a ½-mile 
radius of the project site. 

 
The California Historical Landmarks (2004) of the Office of Historic Preservation, 

Department of Parks and Recreation, lists no properties within a ½-mile radius of the 
project site. 

 
            The California Register of Historic Places (2004) lists no properties within a ½-
mile radius of the project site.  These are properties determined to have a National 
Register of Historic Places Status of 1 or 2, or are a California Historical Landmark 
numbering 770 and higher. 

  
The National Register of Historic Places lists no properties within a ½-mile radius 

of the project site. 
 
The California Historic Resources Inventory (2004) lists no properties that have 

been evaluated for historical significance within a ½-mile radius of the project site.

Of these, thirty-six are located 
within the project site. There are six additional investigations located on the El Toro and 
Santiago Peak 7.5’ USGS Quadrangles that are potentially within a ½-mile radius of the 
project site. These reports are not mapped due to insufficient locational information.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

 
The records indicate that each project site contains archaeological sites or is 

located within a 1/2-mile radius of several known archaeological sites.  Due to a) the 
proximity of each project site to recorded sites, b) a lack of a cultural resource studies 
for each specific project site, and c) the details provided for each project site, a Phase I 
Archaeological Survey is recommended for each project site.   

 
Furthermore, if any building(s) 45 years and older will be affected by the 

proposed project, it is recommended that the building(s) be assessed and evaluated for 
potential historical significance. 

 
The professional archaeologist you retain may request the records search map, 

archaeological site records, and bibliography from the Information Center by referencing 
the SCCIC number listed above for a fee (per the fee schedule).
